Invitation to White House of Negro Congressman’s 
Wife by Mrs. Hoover Has Caused Political 
Furor Throughout the South 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The incident of Mrs. Oscar De® Priest being 
asked to tea by Mrs. Herbert Hoover has caused a political furor throughout 
the South. Some ardent Republican ladies in New England are reported 


as sad and disappointed. 


The comment reaching here is to the effeet that the issue is being 
magnified beyond the Theodore Roosevelt-Bcooker Washington luncheon. 

Irrespective of. the proprieties involved in the indignation being ex- 
pressed in some quarters and the right or wrong of prejudice of the sort, 
the fact remains that the South is in a state of high excitement over it. 
The obscenity of the Blease resolution which the Senate expunged from its 
record is an extreme example of Southern feeling. 


Mention is made of it here merely to ¢- 


inform those who do not know the 
facts of the Booker Washington inci- 
dent. There seems to be all mannerof 
controversy even in Washington as to 
precisely what occurred: Memory 1s 
short. History often is confused 

There was a great hullabaloc over the 
Booker Washington lunch with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and that e.ement of 
the political South which feels im- 
pelled to retain office on such e@ basis 
holds that Mrs. Hoover has dowe de- 
liberately what “T. R.” did on uapulse. 

The fects of the Roosevelt-Booker 
Washington incident are not vague. 

The great Negro leader was at the 
White House to confer with President 
Rocsevelt on & matter of impuriance to 
the National Government. Booker 
Washington had one of the fine intel- 
lects of his generation. The men who 
were most bitter in condemnation of 
Roosevelt would not deny that state- 
ment. 

Theodore Roosevelt was big enouzh 
to appraise the greatness of Booker 
Washington. it so happened that 
President Roosevelt had not concluded 
his conference with the great Negro at 
lunch time. He wished to continue 
the conversation. The most natural 
thing in the world for a geztleman of 
he Rooscveltian breeding was to ask 
his caller to stay to lunch. Mr. Vash- 
ington did so. ¥ 

Within forty-eight hours the head- 
lines of the country proclaimed a pc- 
litical issue. 

The thinking sector of Washingtcn 
had come to believe that in the inter- 
vening years those who raiced t is- 


tre 


sue had bec sorry for it and Wished — 


to bury racial bigotry. 

The reverse proves truc. 

The Mrs. De Priest incident indicates 
that Southern politicians adhere to 
the rules of keeping themselves in of- 
fice by any expedient which comes to 
hand. Religious prejudice serves when 
the “nigger issue” is not reliable. 

There is a differeuce of opinion 
argonz the so-called intelligentsia of 
Wishington as to what Mrs. Hoover 
should have done in the circumstances. 
No one has explained why there should 
be an exception except the more ardent 
of the Eighteenth Amendment's theor- 
etical exponents. They say there should 
have been sufticient diplomacy in the 
Hoover army of White House secretar- 
ies to have devised some trick whereby 
Mrs. De Priest shouvid not be considered 
the wife of a Memb.. of Congress for 
social purposes. 

HOW IF WAS DONE 

The fact that Mrs. Hoover took Con- 
gressional wives in alphabetical ar- 
rangement undoubtedly exposed her to 
far more banalities than the few mo- 
ments with Mrs, De Priest, who is de=- 
scribed as a woman of refinement. 

Nor is there any particular enthusi- 
asm for the theory that Representative 
De Priest ought to be rebuked because 
he is not acting as some more inspired 
members of his race might do in simi- 
lar circumstances. 

De Priest is a political boss in the 
Chicago “black belt.” 

That Oscar De Priest is as far re- 
moved from Booker Washington as 
Cole Blease is from Mr. or Mrs. Herbert 
Hoover does not affect the issue, it is 
asserted. 

That is about all Washington really 


makes out of the controversy, although 


we are told that if the Smith-Hoover 


Lt 


election were to be reconsidered to- 
morrow racial prejudice would be 
greater than religious bigotry and Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, Florida, Tennes- 
see and Teas might have voted dif- 
ferently. 

It is rather interesting that no one 
s-er becomes aroused over the wife 
of a President entertaining the coal- 
black wife of a Minister of Liberia at 
tea, al.hough there is great political 
excitement over the almost white wife 
of un American Congressman recelving 
a similar courtesy. > 

Never has there been any political 
issue raised over the attendance of a 
Liberian Minister's wife at a White 
House dinner. There have been enter- 
tainments of the sort, by Democratic 
as well as Republican Presidents.
